11 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
12 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

16 whether individual, association of individuas, or a corporation, may be entitled to a
17 license for the sale of beer within the confines of its park.

19 calendar year, and shall entitle the holder to sell beer at one or more locations within
20 thepark from 8 am. to 12 p.m. on every day from May 1 to September 30 of each year,
21 except Sundays and e ection days.

24 provisions of this section; nothing contained in 8 9-102 of thisarticle shall apply to
25 any license issued pursuant to this section.

5 CAPACITY OF LESSTHAN 75 AND $350 FOR PREMISESWITH A SEATING CAPACITY OF
6 75 OR MORE;

7 (i) $150 for a beer and light wine license FOR PREMISESWITH A
8 SEATING CAPACITY OF LESSTHAN 75 AND $400 FOR PREMISESWITH A SEATING
9 CAPACITY OF 75 OR MORE;

10 (iii) $500 for a beer, light wine, and liquor license FOR PREMISES
11 WITH A SEATING CAPACITY OF LESSTHAN 75 AND $750 FOR PREMISESWITH A
12 SEATING CAPACITY OF 75 OR MORE; and

13 (iv) $250 for a Sunday sale license FOR PREMISES WITH A SEATING
14 CAPACITY OF LESSTHAN 75 AND $500 FOR PREMISES WITH A SEATING CAPACITY OF
15 75 OR MORE.
